The Students' Society is lit bad 
financial condition. Tlte SEC sur- 
plus has dropped from $27,707 to 
ÇU,288, or over $16,000, in the 
past twelve months. Last year 
$05,313 was spent on student act- 
ivities and administration, almost 
double the sum spent in '53-'54. 
J^ccording to.. Wilf Hastings, Se- 
cretary-Treasurer of the Students' 
Society, last year "we spent every- 
thing wc could get our hands on." 

The sharp increase in expend- 
iture over the past few years has 
. been caused by-the new and larger 
J, deficits that have jbeenilncured by 
'individual student^Vti^tleB rather 
than by an increase in administra- 
tive costs. Last year only one 
activity, the Freshman Reception 
;^ Committee, showed a profit. In 
-7; lOSO numerous activities, including 
the Union and the Daily, came 
out in the black. ' 

Complacency 
Iloy Jlcenan, Finance Director 
«t the SEC, stated tiiat the Council 



hu'^Iosteredj'A'i -false sense of 
complacency concerning financial 
matters; It has. given the im- 
pression that it has loads of money. 
Unfortunately this is not the case. 
Heenan also felt that the SEC 
should not become dependent on 
anonymous donations as these are 
obviously not a permanent source 
of income.- Exactly^how and where 
the SEC will cut down on ex- 
penditures will not be known until 
tho next Council meeting wh6n 
ihdtvidjial .budgets will be review- 
ed.. ' . . •

The SEC passed funds to cover 
the expense of a part'time student 
secretary to type reports of all 
student activities. - These reports 
will be placed in a permanent file 
for future reference. It is hoped, 
in tills way, to- provide, future 
organizers and leaders with in 
formation that might be difficult 
to obtain otherwise.

Hcehan stated that anonymous 
donations received . in past years 
had covered the difference between 
student fees and fittual operating 
costâ of the SEC, However, this 
year no such ^contributions have 
been received. Blorcover, the SEC 
surplus' \yhich had been building 
up ovicT the past five years has 
been stcadly depleted ; only $11,000 
remains. This money, Heenan said, 
is being retained for an emergency. 
Even if it were to be used this 
year it could not make up the 
deficit.. Approximately $44,000 has 
been collected from students this 
year. However, last year the SEC 
budget was $65,000. 

Many Yearly Defîcîfs 
Many campus organizations which 
made a profit in previous years 
now declare a yearly deficit. This 
Is made up by the SEC.
